One bill would shorten *he deer 
hunting season to ten days, as it h 
reported few hunters were in the 
woods during the last five days of the 
season, 
which

Sportsmen in this section are reported 
in favor of the bill, because they have 
expressed fear that the animals are 
becoming more domesticated each year 
which makes their killing easy and 
eliminates many of the sporting fea­ 
tures. 
With a shorter season, it is 
said, fewer deer would be killed and 
the supply would he given an oppor­ 
tunity to propagate and become larger 
stock.

Thermometer Drops to IO 
De­ 
grees Above Zero, Freezing 
Heavy Coating of Slush. 


Falling through ? range of 18 de­ 
grees after sunset Monday night, the 
therm om eter this morning stood a t IO 
degrees above zero, or tw enty tw’o de­ 
grees below the freezing point, and 
m aking a new' low' record for this sea­ 
son in Gettysburg, according to Col­ 
onel E. B. Cope. 


The maximum tem perature Monday 
was 28 degrees, and except where the 
sun shone strongly, there was little 
m elting of the heavy fall of snow' of 
Sunday. 
Roads, and even sidewalks 
in some places, arc* covered with a 
heavy coating of the frozen slush 
w'hich makes walking difficult and adds 
to the dangers of skidding for auto­ 
mobiles. 
The snow, which stood three inches 
deep in most places, was thoroughly 
saturated with the rain w’hich follow'- 
ed it, and on becoming frozen, was al­ 
most as hard as solid ice. 
If it w'ere 
all melted, the rain and snow' together 
would make one and one-tenth inches 
of precipitation, which m ust have an 
appreciable effect on low w ater con­ 
ditions which have been experienced 
in many parts of the county and state. 
Tem peratures north of the Canadian 
border are reported to have gone as 
low’ as 50 degrees below' zero, as the 
result of a cold w'ave said to be head­ 
ed in this direction.. According to the 
w eather bureau at W ashington, its ef­ 
fects will probably be felt throughout 
Pennsylvania, as w’ell as in New' York 
and the New England states.

Washington, Dec. 19.—The nation’s 
crops this yea? are worth $7,572,890,- 
000, based on their farm value as of 
December I, the Department of Agri­ 
culture announced Sunday in its final 
crop report of the year. 


Their value is $1,842,978,000 more 
than last year’s crops reflecting im­ 
provement in prices for farm prod­ 
ucts prevailing now as compared with 
a year ago, and increased production 
in some crops. This year’s farm pro­ 
duction is worth about the same as 
that of 1916, but is lower than 1910 
by about $1,500,000,000 
and 
lower 
than any year since 1915, except last 
year. 
It is only a little more than 
half as much as the record value year 
of 1919. 


Corn, as usual, is the country’s mbst 
valuable crop, beijig worth this year 
$700,000,000 more than last year, with
